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The final issue of the Hornet last 
semester included a story headlined 
‘Financial Aids $350,000 in Red.’ The 
report cited over-allocations in various 
areas which, the story noted, necessitated 
cutbacks in certain programs to avoid a 
deficit of funds this year. 

Since then, the original story has been 
misinterpreted, misquoted and threatened 
with a libel suit. The following statement 
by Dean of Students Norman Better and 
the subsequent analysis of the matter 
constitute an attempt to clarify the 
situation to date. 


There have been several reports made 
available to Sacramento State College 
students regarding financial aids. These 
reports were well intentioned efforts to 
call attention to the fact that there wree 
problems in financial aids and that funds 
would not be available to any new 
incoming students for the Spring 
Semester and further that a number of 
continuing students expecting financial 
assistance would be denied or would have 
their package substantially reduced 
These reports, subsequent stories and 
conversations, however, have been almost 
grossly misinterpreted. 

While my major purpose in writing this 
statement is to clarify the present 
situation, | would like to spend a few 
moments discussing some general 
concepts of financial aids and what has 
occurred. 

To begin with, overcommitment is a 
common practice within financial aids 
offices which is not only acceptable but 
required. If we did not overcommit, that 
is, promise to students more than we 
have, we would end up each year with a 
surplus of money that would have to be 
returned to the government. This is the 
case because during any academic year 
there are, unfortunately, students who do 
not complete the year and, therefore, do 
not use the money committed to them 
and there are other students who use less 
than has been committed to them. 
Overcommitment is a practice whereby 
one makes a guess at how much money 
will be unused and then recommits that 
amount of money. 

The second point is that it should be 
clear that in none of the stores or 
releases has there been any intention to 
suggest dishonesty or irresponsibility. The

Financial Aids Office operates in a frantic 
way with heavy pressures and is 
understaffed. As a result, some errors are 
almost inevitable 

Overcommitments for this academic 
year do not represent a change in policy. 
There was simply too much 
overcommitment. Since it was discovered 
that we had committed more money to 
students than we could give to them, 
remedial efforts were initiated to alleviate 
the problem. 

{ will now comment on the current 
state of financial aids. I wil! list below 
every program which is administered 
through Financial Aids, comment as 
briefly as possible whether there is a 
problem and the effect of that problem. 

1. Nursing Scholarship: There is no 
problem. 

2. Law Enforcement Educational 
Program: There is no problem. 

3, Nursing Loan: The problems that 
existed were resolved through help 
rendered by the Chancellor’s Office. For 
the Spring Semester there is no problem. 

4. College Work Study: There is no 
problem. 

5. Economic Opportunity Grant: 
Unfortunately, there is a problem. At 
present, our records indicate that we are 
overcommited by approximately 
$20,000. There will be some attrition this 
semester. That is, some students to whom 
we made commitments will not be 
returning this semester. That will help the 
deficit we are facing. However, being 
realistic, our best guess is that attrition 
will account for approximately $10,000 
of the deficit. We are probably facing a 
$10,000 deficit for the Spring Semester. 
We are making every effort to secure 
additional monies from outside of the 
College. If we are successful, we will 
hopefully then have no problem. If we 
are not successful and still have an 
approximate $10,000 deficit, we will 
need to reduce grants promised for the 
Spring Semester. We will make every 
effort to substitute funds from other 
forms of aid for those students affected. 

6. National Defense Student Loan 
Program: This is the area of our largest 
problem. The deficit here has been 
reported to be approximately $150,000. 
Even with attrition, we are 
overcommitted in this program by well

over $100,000. 

When this was discovered, the 
Financial Aids Office wrote letters to 375 
students who |\ad been promised National 
Defense Student loans telling them that 
their loans for the Spring Semester were 
either reduced or cancelled. These letters 
suggested that students consider the 
federally insured bank loan program as an 
alternative. For students who are unable 
to obtain a federally insured bank loan, 
every eddort will be made to reinstate a 
portion of their NDSL on an individual 
basis. As a result of these efforts and 
actions we have resolved the problem of 


the overcommitment of the loan 
program. 
The above, | believe, is a fair and 


reasonably accurate representation of the 
current status of financial aids. It is 
unfortunate that we may have to cut the 
grants of certain students this Spring, and 
it was unfortunate that we had to reduce 
or cancel loans to 375 students. Presently 
the Financial Aids Office working with a 
sub-committee on Financial Aids of the 
Student Affairs Committee of the 
faculty, is working on policies and 
priorities for next year’s financial aid 
allocation. In addition we have invited 
consultants in financial aids to spend 
some time with us to help tighten up 
procedures and controls within the office 
It will be imperative that additional staff 
be added to Financial Aids so that 
students can receive the kind of services 
they deserve. 

I hope that next year there will be no 
reason for me to write this type of story 
to the student body at Sacramento State 
College. At this point, I would also ask 
the student body, as we are in the process 
of determining policies, priorities and 
procedures for next year, to write me 
offering any suggestions they might have 
about financial aids on the basis of their 
experience there. 


Many have misinterpreted the original 
story which prompts this clarification. To 
some it appeared that the Hornet was 
charging the previous administration of 
the financial aids office with 
mismanagement and that the office was 
in fact “in the red.” 

Such however, was not the case. Firstly 
the Hornet did not contend that financial 
aids was operating under a deficit. Our

story reported that stringent actions were 
necessary to avoid a deficit. Dean Better 
has mentioned some of the actions that 
were necessary. 

Secondly the story has been 
interpreted as charging mismanagement. 
This too is erroneous. As Better has 
pointed out, the policies used this year 
are consistent with normal procedures. It 
is the case this year that, for any number 
of reasons, those procedures backfired for 
some of the programs. Presently studies 
are being made to determine exactly what 
the nature of those reasons may be and 
until completed no conclusions can be 
drawn from the difficulties themselves. 

Part of that misinterpretation does 
legitimately lie with the Hornet however, 
due to an error in the original story. It 
was reported that no tally of accounts 
had been taken by the former director 
froin which many inferred that the prior 
administration of that office was derelict. 
In fact several tallies had been conducted 
as part of the on-going procedure of the 
office. The tally which previously had not 
been taken to which the Hornet referred 
was solely a roster of the 375 students 
whose second semester NDSL loans were 
cancelled. 

Too, some inferred that the separating 
of the Graduate Placement Center and 
the Financial Aids Office was brought on 
by the discovery of the overallocations. 
In fact, this split was discussed at the 
outset of the semester for other policy 
reasons. The decision to divide the office 
in two was a complex one with many 
factors considered. It was not a reflection 
of the abilities of the former directors of 
that area. 

A further note, not mentioned by 
Better concerns Emergency Loan Monies. 
The shortage of those funds was not to be 
construed as the responsibility of 
financial aids personnel. That rather is a 
student problem. There is nearly $17,000 
in delinquent loans that were due prior to 
January 1, 1971. There are an additional 
$10,000 which were due June 1. And, as 
of January 4, 1972, there were an 
additional $45,000 outstanding with 
most of it already delinquent. This 
represents approximately $71,000. Until 
the students themselves feel the 
obligation to repay those loans others will 
have to be deprived.

The infamous “Shockley Affair” 
progressed another step last Friday with 
the announcement by President Bernard 
Hyink that “appropriate disciplinary 
action” has been taken. At the same time, 
Hyink stated that Shockley would not be 
invited to return, as it has been rumored, 
and that a restudy of procedures under 
which speakers are invited to the campus 
is to be undertaken 

Although Hyink would not elucidate 
on the nature of the disciplinary action it 
is known that at least part of it focused 
on student Jack Graves. Graves, who took 
the microphone from Shockley to read 
the statement from the Pan African 
Students Union has been placed on a 


semester's probation Graves has 
reluctantly accepted the action against 
him terming it an attempt at

The fight for equality continues

“Give our greetings to women in 
America” said a rosy-cheeked pig-tailed 
biology student as we parted after 


lunching together in the canteen of 
Peking University. She had read about 
women’s lib in the States and was eager 
to know how young women’s attitudes 
were changing. 

Now 20 years old, she looked forward 
to marrying “at about 25” and having a 
couple of children. This would not mean 


interrupting her career, however, for 
Chinese women are given 56 days 
maternity leave and she could then 


expect to return to her job. 

Throughout China, women are proud 
of the headway they have made in 
becoming full participants in society. 
Legal abortion, child-care centers, equal 
pay for equal work and paid maternity 
leaves are an established part of Chinese 
life. Women whom I and my group (the 
Committee of Concerned Asian Scholars) 
met in China found it hard to believe that 
in America, one has to pay for 
contraceptives and that abortions are 
illegal in most states. 

Chinese women in general exhibit a 
contagious spirit of confidence and 
enthusiasm about the role they play in 
the future of China and the world. Yet 
progress is uneven, as would be expected 
in a vast country of eight hundred million 
people, for old ideas do not disappear 
quickly. Even Premier Chou En-lai told us 
during an interview in July that, 
“although we are a socialist country, male 
chauvinism still comes up now and then, 
of course subconsciously.” 

Not surprisingly, urban areas have 
made greater progress in bringing about 
women’s equality than has the 
countryside. For instance, in Shanghai, a 
group of women-—teachers, factory 
workers, and others—denied there is any 
basic undercurrent of man-woman 
conflict to their continuing struggle for 
the complete equality of women. It was 
admitted, however, that some

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women as well as men-—have 
backward ideas, but these ideas are 
viewed as ‘“feudalistic.” It was not 
struggle between the sexes thai will solve 
women’s remaining problems, the Chinese 
women said, but class struggie that will 
root out the selfishness which continually 
appears in individuals and society. 

The Shanghai women’s group seemed 
to expect that their husbands would do 
an equal share of housework and 
childcare. In the countryside, I did not 
find this to be true. Yet women 
everywhere felt that public opinion 
supported thetr struggle. 

That women have not been completely 
accepted as equals and that old ideas have 
not been thoroughly eliminated is made 
absolutely clear by an article in the 
September Red Flag, the leading national 
theoretical journal. Written by a Hunan 
Provincial committee group, it reflects a 
more rural view of the state of women 
today in China. After reiterating the real 
progress Chinese women have made in the 
last twenty years, the article discusses 
issues the Shanghai group of women 
would have claimed were basically solved. 

Red Fiag acknowledges that some 
people in China still belittle women. Such 
well entrenched ideas do not die easily 
and must be struggled with continually. 
Some people still erroneously think that 
“men do not rule inside the home and 
women do not rule outside. All women 
need to do is to run their homes 
properly.” 

While the article admits that household 
chores are a practical problem, it 
maintains they should be done by both 


people 


men and women, but most significantly, 
“belittling of 
via the irresponsible neglect of 


it disparages the tacit 
women” 
family planning. “Having two or three 
daughters, they still want a son,” said 
Red Flag. “The result may be that they 
will have too many children and their 
family burden will be increased. This will 


make it difficult for women to release

themselves from the confines of their 
homes. Without thoroughly eliminating 
the old ideas of having high regard for 
men and belittling women and changing 
the customs, it will be impossible to truly 
free women from household chores.” 

The Hunan writers also attack those 
who still feel women are not fully men’s 
equals and those who ciaim it is betier to 
train men for jobs because their 
contribution to society will not be 
interrupted by child-bearing. These ideas, 
too, are manifestations of “the idea of 
belittling women.” 

By contrast, we were told in Shanghai 
that special women’s work was no longer 
necessary. “We are past that stage,” 
women said. “In fact men might criticize 
us for setting up independent kingdoms if 
we met separately.”

The Red Flag articie also pleads with 
party committees to give high priority to 
women’s work. A few people are still 
“propagating feudal patriarchal ideas,” 
“spreading the theory that women are 
backward and useless, and stirring up the 
evil of pre-arranged marriages in order to 
interrupt the women’s liberation 
movement.” 

These are strong charges in a country 
where most women have a keen sense of 
identity and assume _ responsibility 
beyond their families. They are indicative 
of the enormous task of changing deeply 
engrained thoughts and customs of 800 
million people. Although China’s women 
build bridges, drill oil, cultivate farms and 
hold responsible posts in medicine, 
education, and government, full 
liberation is far from finished.

A “Salute to Susan B. 
Anthony” celebration will be 
held today, February 15 from 
12 noon to 1 p.m. in the Little 
Theater. The birthdate of the 
legendary feminist is being 
publicly observed on campus 
this year for the first time, 
thanks to efforts of members of 
the Sacramento State Women’s 
Caucus. 

Susan B. Anthony, born in 
1820, became a pioneer leader 
of Women’s Suffrage and civil 
rights. From 1856 to the Civil 
War she served as an agent for 
the American Antuslavery 
Society, and from 1868 to 1870 
she published a weekly 
newspaper demanding that the 
civil rights provided by the 14th 
and 15th Amendments be 
extended to include women. 
One of the original crusaders and 
champions of women’s rights, 
she was determined not to allow 
the fragmentation of women’s 
rights from blacks’ rights. After 
fifty years as an officer of the 
Woman’s Suffrage Association, 
she voluntarily retired as its 
President at age 80. At age 84, 
she travelled to Berlin to from 
an International Woman’s 
Suffrage Alliance. Some of her 
comments and quotes have 
become the rallying cry of 
today’s women activists who are 
still saying: “Men, their rights 
and nothing more; Women, their 
rights and nothing less.”

G. Ledyard Stebbins, 
Professor of Genetics. University 
of California, Davis,_a man 
whose name is synonymous with

A massive six-story library 
building, larger in size than the 
Science Building is in store for 
SSC if an $8.6 million item in 
Governor Reagan’s 1972-73 
budget is passed by the 
California Legislature this spring. 

Gordon Martin, SSC 
Librarian, and Dr. John Cox, 
Dean of Campus Facilities, both 
feel that construction on the 
new structure could begin by 
mid-November. Completion date 
is estimated at anywhere from 
late summer, 1974, to Christmas 
of the same year. 

The new building would 
replace the heavily used and 
overcrowded present library 
which was finished in 1959 with 
a design to accommodate fewer 
than 5000 full-time-equivalent 
students. SSC has an enrollment 
this year of more than 14,000 

The present library has a 
collection of nearly 400,000 
volumes, 60,000 of which have 
to be stored in other facilities on 
campus. Erection of new book 
racks has _ reduced _ student 
seating in the library to less than 


SSC To get new library

six-story Library would 
eventually meet only one half of 
the projected needs of the 
30,000 students (20,000 FTE 
enrollment) who would be 
edmitted for study at SSC by 
the 1980's Future plans call for 
construction of a twin six-story 
addition to the library in the 
years ahead. 


The ground floor of the new 
building will be recessed a 
half-story into the earth. It will 
contain the Science and 
Technology Reference facilities 
and study and reader stations 
and will also house the College 
Honors Center. 


The second floor of the 
building will feature a large 
walk-through corridor which will 
be the main entrance to the 
building. A pair of long curving 
ramps, shaped like an 
upside-down ‘Y’ will rise into 
the main corridor from the 
north side of the building. The 
south entrance will be a wide 
flight of stairs. The second floor 
will contain the card catalog, the 


circulation section, and a huge 
Reserve Book Room, which 
Martin said will be kept open 24 
hours a day if the demand is 
there 

Escalators will ascend to the 
third floor which will house the 
Education and Psychology 
Reference Room. Stairs will 
mount to the fourth floor, the 
Social Science and Business 
Administration Reference Room 
and to the fifth floor which will 
contain the Humanities 
Reference Room. 

Al! non-public areas of the 
Library, book ordering and 
processing, and library offices, 
etc. will be housed on the sixth 
floor which will be served by 
non-stop elevators from the 
second floor. A second set of 
elevators will be used by the 
library staff and handicapped 
students to ascend to all floors 
from the main corridor 

Martin emphasized that the 
reading rooms of the Library 
will be cut up into smal! study 
sections--one to four 
students—and larger study areas 
of up to 20 students. These will 
be surrounded, for privacy, by 
book stacks. 

Martin aiso spoke about plans 
ior establishing special Audio 
Visual aids in some study carrels, 
including TV screens, tape and

Bicyclist Writes 


Editor, the Hornet 

This letter is being written as 
a last resort and with the 
frustration of having tried to 
elicit the cooperation of the 
editor of the Hornet in dealing 
with the situation which I will 
describe. I am _ optimistically 
assuming that you will publish 
this letter to inform the campus 
population of our problem since 
you have consistently avoided 
writing an article for us (despite 


many requests from us and 
promises from you.) 
In Fall of 1970, when the 


School of Education first 
occupied its new building, there 
was quite a bit of dissatisfaction 
over the landscaping plan and 
the administration of the college 
was petitioned to change the 
plan to include more trees and 
lawn area. The requested 
changes were complies with, the 
plan was changed, and the trees 
and lawn were planted, to the 
general satisfaction of those who 
had resisted the original plan. 
The administration was 
cooperative and willing to work 
with the students who wanted 
the changes despite construction 
and planting deadlines and the 
long line of bureaucratic 
authority to be dealt with. 

The view from both outside 
and inside the Education 
building is much more pleasant 
now with the lawn area and 
trees, but it is being disrupted 
daily by the intrusion of bicycles 
which are chained to the trees 
on the grassy areas. Not only is 
there concern about the damage 
which might be done to the trees 
by the heavy chains necessary to 
bicyclists today, but the lawn is 
being destroyed, and is 
becoming very patchy and worn 
looking. We would like very 
much not to have the trees used 
as bicycle racks. It seems 
particularly unnecessary to use 
the trees in this way when the 
bicycle compound, just across 
the street, is very nearly empty 
much of the time, and is 
protected by a chain link fence 

There are two issues in this 


matter which should be pointed 
out. Although the 
administration was cooperative 
and willing to change the plans 
of the campus to satisfy the 
needs of the campus population, 
that same population is not 
considering or respecting the 
trees and lawn which they asked 
to have added. With such an 
attitude of non-respect and lack 
of consideration toward 
property which they asked for 
it would not be surprising if the 
administration of the college 
were less cooperative than 
before were another change in 
plan to be requested. Since these 
areas were obtained through 
special consideration, it would 
seem the least we could do is 
avoid damaging them. 

The other issue regards the 
bicycle compound itself. That 
bicycle parking area was 
formerly reserved for 
automobiles and many of the 
auto owners have expressed 
resentment at having to park in 
another lot farther from the 
building when the empty spaces 
wit there day after day. It does 
seem absurd to pre-empt space 
and not use it, to damage areas 
rather than walk across the 
Street in spite of the fact that 
the compound is safer for 
bicycles that their current 
parking places, but this is what 
the bicyclists have done 

The image of the bicyclists 
would improve multifold if they 
would use the compound, 
because then there would be a 
justification for losing the 
automobile parking spaces, the 
trees and lawn area would be 
protected, and it would be a 
gesture of appreciation to the 
college administration. Let’s 
hope they will be concerned and 
responsible enough to se the 
issues and act upon them.
